PREHISTORIC MAN. 


Three Races That Have Left Traces of 


Their Customs Behind Them. 


Science bus proofs of the existence 


of several prehistoric races, but only 
three of'these have left traces of their 
customs behind them. These are Ho- 
mo Europeus, Homo Eurafricus and 
Homo Eurasicus. The first race Is ex- 
tinct. Its representative man resem- 
bled the remains of Neanderthal.

, Probably the second race journeyed 
to Europe from the north of Africa, 
Their traces have lieen found on the 
Thames, in Moravia, mid in caves of 
different regions. 


Sergy, a close student of human 


origins, traces the second race to the 
paleolithic culture of the Quaternary 
epoch in the south of France. In that 
culture analogies with Mycenaean and 
prehistoric Bjjtyprlan civilization are 
found. Some families of the race may 
have been, inspired by their adventur- 
ous and artistic instiucts to wander 
onward out of their own land to a Innd 
specially suited to the development at 
their dreams, of something that they 
had never been afile to produce in 
their own country. The geographical 
conditions, the climnfe and the natural 
beauty of the land they settled in may 
have iilluretl them and encouraged 
them to develop I heir rude arts.

CABBAGE ROOT DISEASE. 


Virginia's Experience and Advice on 


Methods of Combating Post. 


In describing tbc cabbage clubroot 


disease, which lias inflicted injury on 
the cabbage- growers of Virginia, the 
iigrlcttlturnl experiment station of the 
state says: 


When a field is badly Infected with 


this disease it may appear at the seed- 
ling stage as a dwarfing of the young 
pk'.nts, but the fields nre not usually 
biully enough Infected the first scnsou 
to innnil'pst the disease until the cub 
IORC; is half grown. In districts where 
lh<> disease h:is just begun to get a 
foothold the grower notices Hint the 
plants which-arc being Infected show n 
tendency to wilt on bright sunny.'tiny*, 1 
although at night they, recover and do' 
nor. wilt on the following day unless It 
is again bright and warm. Such plants 
may sneered In making enough growth 
to pi-educe a salable cabbage, although 
it is somewhat undersized and slightly

low at least three years between crops 
of cabbage, rutabagas or turnips. 


Apply'stable manure lo the crop 


which precedes cabbage, but not to the 
cnbbnge crop itself.'
